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A Merited Recognition 
By Cuar.es M. GuILBERT 


We in California, who have so recently been hosts to a General Con- 
vention, will watch with deep interest the proceedings of the 57th General 
Convention of the Church as it assembles and conducts its business -in 
Boston from September 7th to 19th. Although the locale will be different, 
_ we will be able to visualize the great and stirring events with which the 
program is starred,—the pageantry of Opening Service, of the mass meet- 
ings, and of the United Thank Offering Service. 

For one of the events, however, our experience will give us no guide, 
because it is new at this Convention,—the Children’s Missionary Offering 
Presentation Service on Sunday, September 14th, at Trinity Church. Such 
a service is long overdue»¥or too long, the contributions of the Church 
Schools to the missionary work of the Church have been buried in the 
financial report, under the item, “From . . . dioceses upon expectations, 
including Church School Lenten Offering.” 

It is appropriate that these offerings, which amount ‘to a million dollars 
over the Triennium, should be thus recognized. Children will be assigned 
to represent each diocese, and the Bishop of that diocese, or his repre- 
sentative, will sit with them during the service, at which the offerings will 
be solemnly presented and received, and the total announced. Great as is 
the amount, the total does not begin to measure the influence of the project 
in stimulating a zeal for missionary outreach among our boys and girls 
and in disseminating information about the iaaneny areas chosen each 
year for study. 

It is appropriate, too, that this service should originate in Trinity 
Church. That is Phillips Brooks’ church; and Phillips Brooks was a chil- 
dren’s bishop, loving them and being loved in return, the author of the 
Christmas hymn beloved of children, “O Little Town of Bethlehem”, which 
he wrote for his own Sunday School. Moreover, Phillips Brooks was a 
firm believer in the need for missionary vision for parish vitality. Asked 
once what he would prescribe for a dying parish, he said, “Take up an 
offering for foreign missions.” 

When the Children’s Missionary Offering is added to the annual alloca- 
tion from the United Thank Offering, both of which are dedicated to mis- 
sionary purposes, at home and abroad, the total is over six hundred thou- 
sand dollars a year. This means that twenty per cent of our purely mis- 
sionary budget derives from special sources, outside the regular giving of

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ALL THAT I AM: MY TIME 


A Study in Christian Stewardship 
By Tue Rev. Ciarence R. Hapen, Jr. 

’ The Presiding Bishop’s Committee on Laymen’s Work 
The word stewardship had the humblest of beginnings, in the Old. 
English sty-ward, meaning keeper of the pig sty. Centuries later, the word 
appears in connection with the keeper of the king’s property and treasure 
in Scotland. Later a steward became King of Scotland. Thus, the word 
changed from sty-ward to steward to Stuart, from pig sty to throne! Now 
it is raised even higher to describe the partnership of those who work with 
God in the use of His blessings. Once we develop a Christian conception of 

stewardship, we shall more readily assume responsibility for the success of 
the Church’s work. 
It is basic to our thinking and planning as Christians that all life be- 
longs to God. We are alive not by any act of our own. Our parents brought 
us into being by co-operation with God’s laws of creation, but our lives 
do not belong to our parents. Our parents actually do not give us life. 
Nor does life belong to us as individuals. The sin of murder or of suicide © 
is that a person usurps God’s place. Life belongs to God; He is the One 
who gives it and takes it away. In the words of Job (1:21) used in the 
Office for the Burial of the Dead, The Lord gave, and the Lord hath taken 
away; blessed be the name of the Lord. Life belongs to God~by virtue of 

His creation. 

: RECIPIENTS OF MANIFOLD GIFTS 
We have the gift of life, of health, of opportunity. We have the gift of 
Christ, the Bible, the Church. We have the gift of America, of freedom, 
of self-expression. To these obvious gifts we could add many others, but 
the significant fact about these gifts is that they have come to us without 
effort or merit on our part. We are hopelessly in debt for all these things. 
The Christian views all these blessings as coming from God. A Christian 
steward is one who looks at life and says, All that I am, all that I have is 
a trust from God to be used for my highest good, for the benefit of others, 
for the glory of God, and the advancement of His kingdom. Christian 
Stewardship is concerned with the whole life. Jesus redeemed all life, not 
just a part of it. There is no area of life that does not belong to Him. Our 
time, our talents, our treasure, are His, and our treasure is not our most 
important possession. Once we view life, time, and talents as belong to 
God, we shall give of our treasure generously. To emphasize this compre- 
hensive meaning of stewardship, the subject is. here presented in three 
Be: Stewardship of Time, _dtewardship of Talents, Stewardship of 
reasure. 
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TIME HAS NEITHER BECINNING NOR END 
It is impossible to comprehend or define Time. We cannot think of a 
beginning of Time or of its ending, but we all are agreed that Time is 
important. We do not create Time, nor do we earn it. 


Though each of us differs in the number and depth of his abilities, 


‘, capacities, or talents, and though each of us differs in the amount of 


treasure he has been permitted to gain, everyone has, in one sense, the 
same amount of Time: twenty-four hours a day. Whether Time is an asset 
or a liability is determined by our conception of its ownership. 


PAGAN CONCEPT OF TIME 

The pagan always has regarded Time as an obstacle to be hurdled. One 
of the most notable attempts to conquer Time was that of an Egyptian 
Pharaoh. He caused a statue to be erected outside the city of Cairo, which 
is popularly known as the Sphinx. It was the proud boast of this Pharaoh 
that he had broken the bondage of Time, that he had made a statue so 
solid and so large that nothing, not even eternity, could destroy it. Today 
the ravages of Time on that image are a reminder of the futility of human 
effort to overcome Time. 

Thousands of people today are trying to stop the clock. Overemphasis 
upon styles and glamor, such practices as dyeing the hair, being artificially 
youthful, all these are attempts to stop the clock. 


oe IN THE DAYS OF THY YOUTH 

A further manifestation of an erroneous attitude toward Time is seen 
in the prevalent conception of youth’s role in life, in the way adults 
encourage young people to neglect the development of their sense of 
responsibility. To allow young people to grow up chronologically and 
physically without encouraging them to grow. up emotionally and spirit- 
ually is to rob them of their heritage, for human beings mature only by 
assuming and discharging responsibility. It is immature to regard Time 
as belonging to us, and therefore to be squandered as we like. Young 
people must learn that Time is God’s and that they must make the very 
most of their time (Colossians 4:5). As William Penn remarked, “Time 
is what we want most, but what, alas! we use worst; and for which God 
will certainly most strictly reckon with us, when Time shall be no more”. 

Our days are made up of working, sleeping, eating, and leisure time. 
Due to the feverish pursuit in our day of financial success, countless men 
work-hard and long, under such pressure and tension that they shorten 
their lives unnecessarily. Deaths due to heart failure continue to increase. 

The world is too much with us; late and soon, 
: Getting and spending, we lay waste our powers... 
—WORDSWORTH. 
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Furthermore, they spend so many hours a day in their business or pro- 

fessional activity that they neglect more primary responsibilities, = = 
USE OF LEISURE TIME 

In the area of leisure, we obviously err, for it is in this area that nui 
time is wasted on inconsequential activity. We must be on guard to see 
that we do not “kill” Time. Our free time is usually the most pleasant, 
but we are to be sure that it is the most useful for ourselves. Opportunities 
for wasting time have been greatly increased in our day. It is easy to waste 
an evening viewing innocuous and irrelevant television programs, reading 
cheap books, reading two newspapers a day. Much of our leisure is spent 
in ways that-do not recreate. This only accentuates our confusion and feel- 
ing of insecurity. Our free time is to be consecrated to the renewing of our 
‘strength: physical, emotional, intellectual, spiritual. | 


TIME MUST BE USED 
Much is said today of timesavers. Actually, we cannot save Time, for 
Time must be used or it is lost, never to be regained. It cannot be stored 
up for future use. If Time is misused, it can never be recalled, nor the 
misuse of it rectified. Time is ours only in the present. When it is past, it 
is gone, never to be ours again. Archbishop Fenelon’s prayer is to the 
point: Teach me, by a holy use of the present time which thou givest me, 
to repair the past, and never to count foolishly on the future! 
TIME IS SACRED 
The Christian conception of Time is that Time is sacred; no Time is 
useless. This is a heritage received from the Jews, who from the time of 
their Covenant with God regarded one day out of seven as being peculiarly 
God’s. Under the Christian dispensation, this observance of the seventh 
day was changed to the observance of the first day of the week. This 


first appearance of our Lord to the disciples was on Sunday, and the 
Church received the Holy Spirit as a Person on a Sunday. The Episcopal 
Church emphasizes the truth that our Christian duty is to follow Christ, to 
worship God every Sunday in His Church ... We observe one day a week 
to show our conviction that all our days belong to God, and the funda- 
mental question then becomes, What does God want us to do with our 
Time? When we have this central question clearly in mind, then we recog: 
nize the necessity of organizing our Time. : 

Another truth that encourages us to budget our Time is the brevity ‘of 
life. We need not be morbid to realize that one moment we can be radiantly 
alive and the next still in death. Life for any of us is a limited quantity. 
The Psalmist typifies those who want to know when Time for them will 
stop, for he sang, Lord, let me know my end and the number of my days, 
that I may be certified how long | have to live! If we knew that we had 
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only six months to live, we certainly should weigh carefully any proposed 
activity to see whether or not it was worthwhile. Time is loaned to man 
for his use. As Job said, My days go quicker than a courier . . . they flit 
as rapidly as skiffs, like eagles swooping on their prey. The brevity of life 
is an encouragement to proper use of this gift. St. Paul reminded the 
Ephesians of this when he said, Be strictly careful then about the Hfe you 
lead; act like sensible men, not like thoughtless; make the very most of 
your time, for these are evil days. For anyone, Time is like drawing upon 
a bank account without knowing how much is on deposit. 


I HAVEN T TIME 

Those responsible for getting others to undertake work for the Church 
or the community are often given the excuse, / haven't time. Since we 
usually find time to do what we really want to do, this excuse actually 
means, | don’t want to do it, for other things are more important to me. 
It is a common expression that if we want a job done, we ask a busy person 
to do it. This is true only because the busy person has recognized the 
necessity of budgeting his Time. To budget Time is to give essential activi- 
ties place in our lives and to eliminate the less worth-while ones. 

When we recognize that God is the owner of all our days and manifest 
this sense of stewardship by faith and practice, we are enabled to make 
the proper choices. We will not drift along from day to day; we will not 
go in whatever direction whim indicates. We will use our time as God 
would have us. 

CITIZENS OF ETERNITY 

Another important fact to recognize is that we are citizens of eternity. 
We live not only for this life, but also for the life to come, and our best 
preparation for the life to come is the proper use of the life here. As 
stated previously, worship of Almighty God is primary Christian duty. 
We must decide how much Time we are going to give to worship. It is 


_ through worship that we keep our relationship to God personal, vital, and 


dynamic. It is through worship that we “can crowd eternity into an hour, 
or stretch an hour to eternity.” 

Corporate worship is the foundation on which we build our private 
devotions. Neither supplants the other. Some people begin each day to 
the raucous tones of a radio; others begin each day filled with worry and 
anxiety. Many are borne down at the beginning of each day by the realiza- 
tion that many tasks lie before them. How much better and more helpful 
it is to awaken with the sense that God has given us another day to be used 
to His glory and th. benefit of our fellow man. Throughout each day, 
short ejaculatory prayers can be thought wherever we are and amid what- 
ever duties engage us. At the close of each day, what is more appropriate 
for the Christian than to sit quietly for a few moments thinking over the 
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events of the day past, asking God’s forgiveness for the mistakes made and 
then reading a portion of His Holy Word? He has asked us to cast our 
care on Him, because He cares for us. With such private devotions we can 
rest and awaken refreshed for the duties of the morrow. 
We shall want to see that we do not allow study and serious reading 
to be crowded out of our lives. It is necessary for our intellectual develop- 
ment to feed our minds with great thoughts and new ideas. Especially do 
we need to become more literate in the subject of our religion. It is not 
enough to read the newspapers, for we need to have some set of values by 
which to judge what we rea edA and see in the contemporaneous situation. 
Furthermore, we shall want to be sure that we keep a time for medita- 
tion. Pascal, the French philosopher, once said, “All man’s troubles derive — 
from his inability to sit in a room alone.” Few people in these hectic days 
take time out to think, to meditate upon what is happening in the world, 
and what is happening to them individually. Our weekends provide a 
logical time for such unhurried quiet and peace. 
As we consider what important things ‘should be in our life, we shall 
want to see that our budget includes time for serving God through His 
Church. We shall want to assume our rightful share of the responsibility 
connected with Church administration, or teaching a Sunday School class, 
or singing in the choir, or ushering, or in visitation of both church mem- 
bers and people who are unchurched. 


FIRST THINGS FIRST | 

To order our time aright, we need to have the conviction that Time 
belongs to God, the clock cannot be stopped, Time is short, there are many 
demands on our time, we are citizens of eternity, and, therefore, we must 
organize our time on the basis of putting first things first. When we view 
Time in this light, we shall be able to be good stewards of this most pre- 
cious gift. We shall take Time to help make the world a better place.

Hope Revives For 
Safety of Korean Bishop 
One of the first foreigners to dis- 
appear in Korea was the Church of 
England bishop, Cecil Cooper. 
After months of silence and un- 
certainty when nothing could be 
learned, rumors began to come 
through that he was still alive. In 
February, 1952, a definite statement 
was made over a North Korean ra- 
dio that the Bishop was one of 
forty-six civilians in captivity whose 
release after truce was guaranteed. 
Meanwhile, in order that as much 
help as possible should be given to 
Korean clergy and to chaplains 
working in Korea, the Church of 
England provided an assistant 


bishop, Arthur E. Chadwell, a man 


of many years’ hard service in Ko- 
rea. An English friend writes of 
Bishop Chadwell, “He retains his 
sturdy optimism. It is refreshing 
and heartening to meet him, confi- 
dent and cheerful. His strong phy- 
sique and splendid constitution have 
enabled him to ride triumphant over 
privations and losses which would 
have undermined most men long

Canterbury Schedules 


Boston Convention 


The National Canterbury Asso- 
ciation will gather in its college stu- 
dent members from all over the 
country to meet with the rest of the 
Episcopal Church at the General 


Convention in Boston this coming 


September. 
The students representing all the

hundred and twenty-five colleges 
and universities will conduct a four- 
day session of legislation, study, 
program discussion, and worship.

Representative to Japan 

Presiding Bishop Henry Knox 
Sherrill has announced the appoint- 
ment of Ambassador Francis 8. 
Sayre, who is retiring as U. S. 
Representative in the United Na- 
tions’ Trusteeship Council, as his 
personal representative to the Pre- 
siding Bishop and to the Episcopal 
Church in Japan. In making the an- 
nouncement, Bishop Sherrill stressed 
the vital importance of Japan from 
the point of view of Christian plan- 
ning and the great need to help the 
Japanese Church to a realization of 
their unlimited opportunities. 

Mr. Sayre, former U. S. High 
Commissioner to the Philippine 
Islands, has wide diplomatic ex- 
perience, especially in the Far Fast. 
which, combined with his deep 
Christian convictions, enable him'to 
be of inestimable service to the 
Church in Japan. Mr. Sayre’s lead- 
ership in Japan will also be of 
great significance here in rousing 
the Church in the United States to 
this great opportunity and responsi- 
bility.

Church in Japan has written: “The 
coming of Francis B. Sayre opens 
wide vistas of tremendous possi- 
bility for strengthening thé cause 
of Christianity in Japan. | cannot 
convey how deeply: impressed | am 
over this news for | am certain, he 
will be of great help to the Church 
and through his wide experience 
can strengthen us and give us some 
of the guidance we so sorely need.

Third World Conference 


Of Christian Youth 


Thirty young people from Amer- 
ica will sit down with youth of 56 
countries in Kottayam, ‘Travancore, 
India, December 11] to 25, 1952, 
to wrestle with some of the basic 
problems of our age. One of these 
delegates is an Episcopalian, Mr. 
Lindley Hartwell, of New York. 

Together with 300 youth from all 
sections of the world, they will 
study the Bible, discuss the nature 
of the Christian Church and _ its 
meaning for this day, and examine 
world problems and Asian _prob- 
lems, attempting to understand the 
ways in which Christians must un- 
derstand them and act upon them. 


' They will work and study as one

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Programs. for the Aged 
The Business of the Church 


By Frorence E. Vickery, Director, San Francisco Senior Center. 


Next to the prevention of war, meeting the needs of our rapidly- 
increasing aging population is perhaps the greatest social problem facing 
this and future generations. To keep life meaningful, and productive, and 
creative through the years that medical science is adding to our life's 
expectancy presents problems in a culture where youth and its needs and 
future has been our primary concern. Feelings of uselessness, neglect, 
dependency, loneliness, and futility inevitably result when one is forced 
to retire from employment and lose one’s status as a contributing member 
to the community; when life partners and friends pass on and leave a 
vacuum of loneliness; when children have grown up and no longer need 
us; when physical strength diminishes and financial security becomes 
restricted. 

What is the stake of the Church in this problem? The Divine Purpose 
for man, we have believed, is that the human personality may have the > 
opportunity of growing creatively into the realization of its highest poten- 
tials and of participating in a wider and richer fellowship with one’s 
fellow man. When the human personalty is wasted, when the human spirit 
deteriorates through inertia and neglect, the responsibility of the Churc 
is clear. 

In the past, the major concrete expression of the Church’s concern for 
older people has been in the establishing of homes and hospitals for their 
care. We can well be proud of the fine institutions which our Church has 
established, but these traditional services, and the pension and Old-Age- 
Assistance plans which have been established by governmental agencies, 
are not adequate services for older people today. In addition to meeting 


the spiritual needs of older people, along with those of all other age 


groups, which is the special function of the Church, it must join with 
other community agencies in seeking to meet the emotional and social 
needs of the great majority of our aged who are not, and probably never 
will be, in our institutions for the aged. 

One point must be made quite clear. In stressing the Church’s responsi- 
bility to plan programs exclusively and specifically for older people, we 


- are not advocating separating out from established Church activities and 


organizations all people over a certain agé and gathering them into an 
“Oldsters’ Group”. This indeed would be a grave mistake, for older 
people need more than anything else acceptance in and an opportunity to 
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contribute as a member of a group made up of all ages. 

There is, in addition, however, a real need for social groups specifically 
for older men and women, as is evidenced during the past five years by 
an almost phenomenal growth of such groups across our State and Nation, 
all under various private and public sponsorship. An opportunity to 
belong to a group of one’s age-mates—people whose life’s experiences 
most nearly approximate one’s own—to make new friendships, to fill the 
loneliness left by the loss of friends and lifemates, to participate in 
activities that bring a sense of satisfaction and self-fulfillment, to continue 
to be a contributing member of the community through participating in 
service projects—these are the needs of older people, even as they are 
the needs of a healthy personality at any age of life. 

What a service our churches could offer if they would take the leader- 
ship in the community, making their facilities available for social clubs 
for all older people within their neighborhoods! Not every parish should 
establish such a center, but it might be agreed that designated churches 
might specialize in group activities for the aged. Programs built around 
the interests of older people, which bring opportunities for experiences 
that are enriching and satisfying, will be the answer to the monotony, 
loneliness, and frustration which fill too many lives. 

It is our conviction that the Church does have a real contribution to 
make in helping to meet this newest social problem that faces our Ameri- 
can communities. To help people through the years of later maturity with 
dignity, security, and a sense of well-being and self-fulfillment, is the 
purpose of clubs for older people. Could there be any question that this 
is the business of the Church of today? ~

Ground Broken 


For New Mission 
Ground-breaking ceremonies for 
the El @errito Episcopal Mission 
were held Sunday, Just Ist, at 3 
p-m. on Everett Street between Po- 
trero and Gladys Avenues, El Cer- 
rito. The mission was organized by 
a group of members from St. Al- 
ban’s Episcopal Church, Albany. 
which was itself declared a parish 
only last January. St. Alban’s, 
which may be regarded as the par- 
ent church, was organized by All 
Souls’ Church of Berkeley, grand- 
parent church, which was in turn or- 
ganized by St. Mark’s Church here 
many years ago. Recognition of this 
unusual relationship was noted in 
the ceremonies which included talks 
by Rev. Russell Staines, rector of 
St. Mark’s; Rev. Albert Olson, rec- 
tor of All Souls’; Dr. Randolph C. 
Miller, acting rector of St. Alban’s, 
and the Rt. Rev. Henry H. Shires, 
Suffragan Bishop of the Diocese of 
California, who represented the new 
mission. Present was Allen McMa- 
han, supervisor of the primary 


Church School which has met in El

Cerrito for some time, and Frank 
Sibillia, representing not only St. 
Alban’s, but also the diocesan com- 
mittee in charge of new missions. 
The El Cerrito Mission is to be 
known as St. Patrick’s Episcopal 
Church, in honor of the saint for 
which the Anglican St. Patrick’s Ca- 
thedral in Dublin, Ireland, is named. 
Officers chosen to head the new 
church are Clarence E. Compton, 
warden; Kenneth Weaver, clerk, 
and Phillips D. Baker, treasurer.

Church School Units 


Under Construction 

Building of two new units began 
in June for St. Francis’, Willow - 
Glen, San Jose. This addition will 
provide needed rooms for the grow- 
ing Church School as well as a 
more adequate choir room for the 
two choirs. There will also be a new 
Church office and office for the rec- 
tor. Total cost of the new units will 


be over $34,000, and will be com- 


‘ 
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pletely paid for from funds given 
the parish earlier this year from the 
estate of Dr. Margaret Schallenber- 
ger McNaught. 

The larger of the two new build- 
ings will be attached to the present 
chapel which was built in 1949. 
This unit will provide eight class- 

~rooms with folding-door partitions 
so that a double-size room will be 
available for large classes or small 
group meetings. The second unit 
will be the Nursery-Kindergarten 
building, which will also have a 

_ folding - door partition to provide 
two smaller rooms when needed. 
Both new buildings will be heated 
by radiant heat. 

St. Francis’ parish has need also 
for an adequate parish hall. Plans 
to construct this addition are going 
forward through a campaign to 
raise further funds from the fami- 
lies of the parish, which will be 
added to the balance left in the es- 
tate of Dr. MeNaught. Although fi- 
nal plans have not been made re- 
garding the new parish hall, the 
tentative building plans call for a 
hall costing about $45,000. 

On completion of the two new 
units now under construction next 
October, it is planned to pave the 
west and north sides of the church 
property. This will provide off- 
street parking as well as giving a 
one-way driveway around the prop- 
erty. 
HYC Convention 


Full of 
All Saints’, Watsonville, will be 
the scene of the annual convention 
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of the House of Young Churchmen, 


to be held on the week-end of Oc- 
tober 10th to 12th. This will be the 
first time that Watsonville has been 
host to the youth convention, and 
the first time the convention has 
been held in the Monterey Convo- 
cation since 1948. 

Miss Mary Ann Van Meter, pres- 
ident, will give a report of the Tri- 
ennial Youth Convention held at 


Medford, Mass., on September 10th 
to 14th. Co-delegate George Cook 
will show pictures of the Triennial, 
and will describe the “mission ma- 
jor” at Alejandro, Mexico. 


This will be the first meeting. the 
HYC will hold under its revised 
constitution, which calls for the an- 
nual convention to be held in Oc- 
tober rather than February. The ° 
Bishop’s Plaque, awarded to the 
youth group with the highest parti- 
cipation in the annual Lenten Study 
Course, will be awarded for the first 
time, St. Paul’s, Oakland, being the 


first recipient. 


Also available for distribution 
for the first time are the new HYC 
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‘Handbooks. These handbooks, al- 
ready distributed to summer camp- 
ers, contain the constitution of the 
HYC; a suggested constitution for 
a local group; a normal order of 
meeting ; prayers for groups and in- 
dividuals; notes on what is going 
on in nation, diocese, convocation. 
and parish; suggestions as to pro- 
gram and materials for discussion 
group meetings; and a selection of 
21 songs. Handbooks are available 
at 1055 Taylor St., San Francisco, to 
all adult advisors, clergy, and youth 
group members free of charge. 


The Servants of Christ the King,

The Senior Youth Conference 

The Senior Youth Conference was 
one of the best ever held. Limited 
this year to those who had finished 
junior and senior years in high 
school, the enrollment was smaller 
than in the past, twenty-four girls 
and twelve boys. These, with eleven 


faculty, made up a total enrollment 


of forty-seven; and all felt that it 
was the smaller numbers, and the 
ratio of students to adults, which 
largely made for such a successful 
and inspiring week. 

The place, of course, was the 
Bishop’s Ranch, the dates June 22nd 
to 28th. The Rev. Richard Coombs, 
rector of St. Paul’s, Salinas, was the 
Dean. Other faculty members in- 
cluded the Rev. Messrs. Leon Har- 


ris, All Saints’, San Francisco, and 


Richard Millard, Christ Church, 


Alameda; Mrs. Katharine Pedley; 
and Mr. Emil Oberholzer of New 
York. 

The theme of the conference was. 
“What shall I do with my life?”, a 
consideration of Christian voca- 
tions. After the morning chapel 
service, foliowed by breakfast, there 
was a short “Chaplain’s Hour”, and 


~then the conference was divided into 


boys and girls for two courses on 
specific Christian vocations. These 
were taught by the Rev. Mr. Millard 
and Mrs. Pedley. 

There were two other class pe- 
riods, one in the morning, and an- 
other immediately after lunch. In 
the first Mr. Oberholzer had a 
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course on the English Reformation, 
and the Rev. Mr. Harris on Chris- 
tian doctrine. The last class period 
presented three courses: “Religion 
in America”, by Mr. Oberholzer; 
“Grace and the Sacraments”, by the 
Rev. Mr. Harris; and “Looking at 
the Bible”, by the Rev. Mr. Millard. 
The remainder of the afternoons 
were given over to organized games, 
recreation, and swimming. 


The serious high point of the con- , 
ference was felt to be the evaluation 
session and quiet evening conducted 
by the Dean on Friday night before 
the conference was dismissed. The 
students were divided into four 
groups, each under the direction of 
an adult leader, and an hour’s dis 
cussion produced an excellent eval- 
uation of the work and spirit of the 
Conference. 


The hilarious high point came on 
Thursday night. The stunt staged by 
the Blue Girls won the prize for its 
originality. But the faculty won a 
close second for the murder mys- 
tery entitled, “Death Stalks El Ran- 
cho del Obispo”.

Thanksgiving was celebrated and 
the offering at the service was des- 
ignated to be sent to the mission 
whose team had won. The offering 
amounted to $15.00. 

During the week every boy re- 
ceived instruction in serving at the 
Altar, while the girls were trained 
in the care of the Altar and all of 
its appointments. 

One of the highlights of the camp 
was a Masquerade Ball held on 
Tuesday night. Many interesting 
and unusual costumes appeared 
from nowhere; and everybody, in- 
cluding the staff, (resplendent in 
Indian garb, courtesy of St. Doro- 
thy’s Rest) had a wonderful time. 

On Wednesday night there was 
an outdoor barbeque, followed by 
a faculty - student baseball game, 
which the faculty won through the 
courtesy of the umpire.

Service of Witness 
At St. Francis’, §. F. 


A great service of witness, at- 
tended by almost three hundred 
people, was held at St. Francis’ 
Church, San Francisco, on Sunday, 
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June 15, 1952. Evensong in the 
church was followed by Eucharistic 
devotions in the beautiful parish 
patio garden. The preacher at Even- 
song was the Rev. William Sung, 
formerly president of St. John’s 
University, Shanghai, China, and 
currently assigned by the National 
Council of the Church to mission- 
ary work among Asiatic students in 
West Coast colleges. He dwelt on 
the necessity for the Christian wit- 
ness as the only means of saving the 
world in its present crisis. 

A dozen parishes of the San 
Francisco Bay region were repre- 
sented in the combined choir and in 
the congregation, Nine priests took 
part in the services, including the 
rector of the host parish, the Rev. 
Edward M. Pennell, Jr.; the Rev. 
John Daley, rector of the Church of 
the Good Shepherd, Belmont, who 
officiated at Evensong; and the Rev. 
Leon P. Harris, rector of All Saints’ 
parish, San Francisco. 

Following the services, there was 
a meeting of the Northern Califor- 
nia regional branch of the Ameri- © 
can Church Union, at which Mr. 
Guy S. Hensley, of All Saints’ par- 
ish, San Francisco, was elected 
president for the ensuing year, 


Lomita Park Mission 
Acquires New Site 


Formal announcement was made 
early in July by Bishop Block of 
the acquiring of a plot of 214 acres 
from the Mills Estate, for the use of 
St. Andrew’s, Lomita Park. The spa- 
cious tract, bought with funds loaned 
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from the Diocese’s Reconstruction 
and Advance Fund, is located just 
west of San Bruno, and adjoins the 
San Bruno City Park. It will be 
one of the most extensive church 
sites in the area, and should’ pro- 
vide an appropriate center for the 
development of the congregation, 
which originated as a missionary 
enterprise of the Church of St. Mat- 
thew, but whose phenomenal growth 
dates from the coming of the pres- 
ent vicar, the Rev. William B. Mur- 
dock, in September, 1950. During 
this two-year period, eighty com- 
municants have been added by Let- 
ter of-Transfer and forty-eight more 
have been confirmed to bring the 
communicant strength up to 169. 
Beginning with this September the 
mission will be entirely self-sup- 
porting. A building committeg¢ in- 
cluding representatives of all or: 
ganizations in the congregation is 
engaged in maturing plans for the 
utilization of the new site.

It 
was there under the trees that serv- 
ices were first held on the property, 
last Summer, with the altar shel- 
tered under a pavilion canopy. But 
this was not to be a temporary ex- 
pediency, and this year the young 
people of the mission, with their “ 
vicar, the Rev. Peter Farmer, built 
of hand-made adobe blocks, 250 of 
them, a simple altar, backed by an 
adobe wall, and sheltered by a tile 
roof supported by rustic redwood 
beams, the whole topped by a hand- 
wrought iron cross. The chapel area 
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is surrounded by a redwood stake 
fence. 

Plans are actively under way for 
the construction of the second unit 
of the proposed plant, the parish 
hall.

EEF Hears Papers on 
Liberalism and Ethics 


Papers were read at the June 
meeting of the Episcopal Evangeli- 
cal Fellowship, held ‘at Trinity 
Church, Menlo Park, by the Rev. 
Randolph Miller and the Rev. Ber- 
nard N. Loygren. Dr. Miller told of 
the vitalify of his “liberal” but 
“orthodox” Christian faith in the 
various decisive experiences and 
crises in his life. The Rev. Mr. Lov- 
gren spoke on “The Ethics of the 
Clergy’, basing his exposition on 
the Exhortation in the Service of 
Ordination to the Priesthood in the 
Prayer Book, Some excerpts from 
his paper are as follows: 
“* * * Men within and without the 
ministry regard it in one of three 
ways,—a trade, a profession, or a 
calling. To’ many, the ministry is 
simply a trade by which one earns 
his living. It is obviously the low- 
est standard by which one can judge 
the priesthood. * * * Such an atti- 
tude lacks any inspiration, it is arti- 
ficial and one that stultifies the soul 
and brings drudgery into one’s 
work,

Dr. Miller told of 
the vitality of his “liberal” but 
“orthodox” Christian faith in the 
various decisive experiences and 
crises in his life. The Rev. Mr. Lov- 
gren spoke on “The Ethics of the 
Clergy”, basing his exposition on 
the Exhortation in the Service of 
Ordination to the Priesthood in the 
Prayer Book, Some excerpts from 
his paper are as follows: 
“* * * Men within and without the 
ministry regard it in one of three 
ways,—a trade, a profession, or a 
calling. To’ many, the ministry is 
simply a trade by which one earns 
his living. It is obviously the low- 
est standard by which one can judge 
the priesthood, * * * Such an atti- 
tude lacks any inspiration, it is arti- 
ficial and one that stultifies the soul 
and brings drudgery into one’s 
work. 
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“A second attitude toward the 


. ministry is that which regards it as 


a profession by which one becomes 
one in the large group banded to- 
gether because of a special calling. 
* * * In this category of the minis- 
try jealousies resulting in criticisms 
and often enmities arise. Abilities 


are questioned, the preacher is too . 


dramatic or oratorical, his voice 
lacks training, he does this, he neg- 
lects that, etc., etc., as though we 
were appraising an opera singer or 
actor rather than a minister of the 
Gospel of Love. We question mo- 
tives as well as practices and often 
make judgments: that lack justice. 
We need to beware of the ‘profes- 
sional priesthood.’ 

“Thank God that most ministers 
look upon their taskygs a calling. 
Whatever motive there might be 
there is but one which ought to be 
dominant in the ministry,—to know 
the will of God, to interpret His 
truth to man, to be spokesman for 
God and His cause in the world. 
‘No man taketh this cause upon 
himself but he that is called of 
God.” (Heb.5:4) This call is higher 
than any consideration of personal 
profit or pleasure.” 


Your Diocesan 
Council Reports 


The Diocesan Council met at 3 
p-m. on June 17th and continued in 
session throughout the dinner hour 
and into the evening. The Rev. Ed- 
ward M. Pennell, Jr., chairman of 
the Finance Department, reported 
that most parishes are keeping

abreast of their obligations to the 
Diocese and to the general Church. 
The Council approved the use of 
the surplus in the One-Day-Income 
Offering in the forward program 
of the Church in the Diocese. The 
chairman of the Finance Depart- 
ment also revealed that Mr. Alward 
was resigning as treasurer of thé 
Diocese..effective July Ist. After the 
report the Diocesan Council ap- 
proved the recommendation of the 
department that Mr. Gardner Wil- 
liams be elected treasurer and that 
Mr. Howard Alvord be elected to 
the newly-created office of assistant 
to the treasurer. The Council ap- 
proved the plan to apportion the 
income of the General Kirkham 
Fund, heretofore available to old 
St. John’s Parish, Oakland, to the 
new St. John’s Mission, Montclair, 
and St. Cuthbert’s Mission, Fast 
Oakland. This income is to apply 
on the E. and C, Fund assessment. 
The Council directed the Depart- 
ment of Finance to prepare a tenta- 
tive budget for the year 1953, this 
budget to be ready for the October 
meeting of hte Council. 

The Rev. Carl Tamblyn, report- 
ing for the Department of College 
Work stated that the work on the 
whole is making good progress 
throughout the Diocese. 

The Rev. James Crosson reported 
for the Department of Publicity and 
announced that one of the major 
objectives would be to promote a 
stewardship program in the Dio- 
cese. A splendid itemized program 
of publicity was also submitted by 
the chairman of the department, - 
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Bishop Shires reported that the 
first meeting of the men elected as 
liaison representatives of the par- 
ishes, to establish closer relations 
between the Diocese and the par- 
ishes, was a most successful one. 


Fifty - four churches were repre-— 


sented at the luncheon and three- 
hour conference which followed, on 
June 14 at the Cathedral House. The 
second meeting has been planned 
for Sunday, October 19th. This will 
be a luncheon meeting at the Cathe- 
dral House and will be followed by 
an afternoon of discussion. 

Bishop Block revealed that a 
piece of property of adequate pro- 
portions has been secured at Anti- 
och for the newest missionary en- 
terprise of the Diocese. Antioch is 
a fast-growing community, and the 
lots recently acquired are strate- 
gically located. The Council ap- 
proved the plan to move the church 
building from Brentwood to An- 
tioch. 


Council approved the suggestion 
that seven members of the Diocesan 
Council be considered as a quorum 
for the undertaking of business. 


The Bishop expressed the hope 
that St. Elizabeth’s, South San Fran- 
cisco, would be able to begin work 
on part of the church building, the 
plans for which Mr. Whittlesey has 
so graciously contributed. Council 
also approved new additions to the 
church plant at St. Thomas’, Sunny- 
vale. The work at Novato, Bishop 
Block reported, is going nicely un- 
der the leadership of the Rev. Peter 
Farmer, but it is imperative for the 


continuing progress of the work to 
have additional facilities. Plans will 
be made to begin building on the 
first unit tof the parish house as de- 
signed by Mr. Arnold Constable, A 
Baby Bond campaign under the 
auspices of the Bishop yielded 
$5,000 towards this new enterprise. 


Chinese Students 
Meet at El Rancho 


A Conference for Chinese Stu- 
dents was held at El Rancho del 
Obispo early in August for the pur- 
pose of fostering closer relation- 
ship among students on the West 
Coast. The Conference was attended 
by 41 students whose board and 
lodging during the conference were 
underwritten by the China Institute, 
which sponsored the meeting. 

The Rev. William Z. L. Sung, 
who is the Pastor for Oriental Stu- 
dents on the Pacific Coast, was on 
the faculty of the conference and 
spoke on “Re-evaluation and Reor- — 
ientation of Chinese Students in 
America.” Dean M.-A. Stewart of 
the University of California was 
also on the program, and in the 
course of his address he reminded 
his hearers that many of the prob- 
lems of adjustment which they face 
are shared by students of other na- 
tionalities in American schools,

Six years ago, Miss Millward 
Holden of Trinity Church in San 
Francisco got an idea. She had 
heard of the desperate plight of 
the Anglican Missions in the West 
Indies Islands. Donations of any 
kind, no matter how small, would 
be of great help. She learned that 
a considerable amount of money 


for the Missions had been raised 
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by Church members and _ their 
friends from all over the world 
by saving the used stamps on let- 
ters and packages they were re- 
ceiving every day. So she initiated 
a stamp-saving project among her 
friends for the benefit of the 
Antigua Association of the Angli- 
can Church, It succeeded far be- 
yond her expectations. More than 
a hundred dollars has been raised 
each year to help the poverty- 
stricken Christians of the British 
West Indies hold and maintain their 


churches and chapels. 

Miss Holden has passed to her 
reward. But the need of the Angli- 
can Missions is more urgent than 
ever. Mr. A. H. Hicks, secretary of 
the Antigua Association, writes: 
“American pictorial and foreign 
stamps are needed in quantity to 
help restore churches and schools 
shattered in the Antigua hurricane 
and St. Kitts earthquake disasters. 
Please send all you can.” Every 
three months a box of used stamps 
has gone to Mr. Hicks. The size of 
the box depends on the number of 
. contributions. Mrs. V. B. Stanberry, 
3527 Webster Street, San Francisco 
23, is now carrying on Miss Hold- 
en’s stamp project. She and her 
husband soak the used stamps off 
the paper to which they are at- 
tached and box and mail them to 
Mr. Hicks in England. Used stamps 
of all kinds are wanted, except 
small denomination United States 
Ic to 10c stamps now in use. Please 
be careful not to cut the stamp or 
its perforations in tearing it off the

In Pace 

The Diocese notes with sorrow 
the death of three faithful laymen 
this past summer. On July 23rd, 
Emma Katherine Bentzinger East- 
burn, devoted wife and helpmeet of 
the Rev. Fordyce E. Eastburn, rec- 
tor of the Church of the Epiphany, 
San Carlos, entered into rest, after 
a year’s illness. Mrs. Eastburn, ac- 
tive in the work of the Woman’s 
Auxiliary and of Christian Educa- 
tion, and mother of three children 
(the oldest, William, a postulant 
for Holy Orders who will enter the 
Church Divinity School this Fall), 
was born in Donnellson, Iowa, and 
was educated at Iowa Wesleyan 
College. She was married to the 


-vincial Synod; and member of the 
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Rev. Mr. Eastburn in 1927, and 
came with him to the Diocese of | 


. California in 1947. They came 


directly to San Carles and have 
labored shoulder to shoulder there; 
first, in gathering a congregation; 
then, in establishing a mission; 
and, finally, in nurturing the work 
to self-support and parochial status 
in a newly-built structure. 


A requiem Eucharist was _cele- 
brated on July 25th for the family 
and parish, and Bishop Block read 
the Burial Office later on the same 
day. Instead of sending flowers, - 
friends of Mrs. Eastburn made con- 
tributions to the American Cancer 
Society, whose help had been con- 
stant during her long illness. 


The sudden death in a highway 
accident in July of Henry Robert 
Braden took from us one who for 
more than fifty years had been a 
familiar and much-loved figure 
among the laymen of the Diocese. 
He was one of the young men who 
at the turn of the century made the 
Brotherhood of St, Andrew a vital 
factor in carrying on the mission- 
ary work under the guidance of 
Archdeacon Emery. He was one of 
the founders of the Churchmen’s 
Roundtable and of the annual .. 
Menlo Park Laymen’s Conference; 
several times a delegate to the Pro- 


Diocesan Council and of the Stand- 
ing Committee. 

He was for many years a vestry- 
man of St. Mark’s, Berkeley, until 
called to Sacramento as a member 
and chairman of the State Board of | 
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Control. Retiring from active work 
and living in San Francisco, he 
became a vestryman of Trinity 


Church and for some years served — 


as its senior warden. His devotion 
to his Church never ceased. At the 
time of hie death, although eighty- 
six years old, he was an interested 
member of the diocesan Christian 
Social Relations Department. 


Mrs. Eleanor Carson Batte, who 
died on May 23rd, slipped away 
into God’s other world so quietly 
that even many of the older mem.- 
bers of the Diocese who had worked 
with her during her years of active 
leadership*did not know of it. On 
account of her health she had of 
recent years been able to do little, 
but her leadership was real and her 
influence widespread. She had filled 
with distinction the two highest 
posts in the gift of the women of 
the Diocese, President of the Wom- 
an’s Auxiliary and later, President 
of the House of Churchwomen. 


But her interests and influence 
reached far beyond the Diocese. 
She served as Vice President of 
the Provincial Auxiliary, and from 
1940-1946 during the hard years of 
the war she was a member of the 
Auxiliary’s National Board. None 
of these wider interests, however, 
took her away from the immediate 
tasks of her own parish, St. Mark’s, 
Berkeley, for many years, and then, 
later, the Cathedral. She had been 
President of the Auxiliary at St. 
Mark’s and Vice-President at the
